I have received your meiroranda of February 17 and March 7, as well 
as tlie .'President's memorandum of February 16, on reducing the burden 
which reporting to the Federal Government places upon the American public.

For this reason, the Agency is not covered 
by the Federal Reports Act. Under the circumstances, I 'feel sure you 
will agree that CIA should not be considered a participant in the program.
